Overloading of Trucks Causes 
Breakdown in Transportation 
and Effort To Continue | 


Southeastern Tour May Be. 
Made Under Another Title 


The first completely motorized cir- 
cus in the world has had a terrible 
test the last two weeks in Ohio, so 
severe in fact that it may be its death. 
However, indications are that it will be 
l.kened to the proverbial cat that had 
nine lives, since the show will again 
probably take the road. 

The Coop & Lent Circus this year 
had an exceptionaily clever perform- 
ance, a good corps of bosses and a 
loyal, congenial bunch of people all 
around. Every employee was patient, 
loyal and strictly “with it,” enduring 
some of the inconveniences and ir- 
regularities with creditable patience. 
However, being the pioneer as a mo- 
torized show, it was but the repetition 
of the records of all enterprises of 
whatsoever nature, that the first ef- 
forts should prove severe in the test of 
endurance as well as expensive to the 
promoters. It seems that the Coop 
& Lent Circus was overloading its 
trucks, that these heavy loads with 
the dead weight of huge trailers be- 
hind them was too much for the truck 
engines, and, consequently, the show 
has not been moving with any regu- 
larity the last few days. Not much 
truck trouble was encountered early 
in the season, and even in the moun- 
tains of Kentucky and the hills of 
Southern Ohio the odd but interesting 
caravan wended its way with very 
creditable punctuality over its route, 
and, consequently, the show did a nice 


business and left an enviable reputa- 
tion. i 


However the last two weeks the 
severe strain on the overloaded trucks 
has begun to tell and at Zanesville, 
©., it was necessary to lay the show 
off five days while the trucks were he- 
ing repaired, this being the decision 
after the show was only able to give 
five performances the preceding week. 
After leaving Zanesville the show en- 
countered unusually severe roads and 
again on account of the overloading 
Several of the trucks went to the bad, 
thus forcing the show to get into town 
behind its paper and then too late to 
give a matinee. From R. M. Harvey,

PROMINENT IN 
BENEFIT EVENTS 


Two Hundred and Fifty Boys 
and All Real Musicians 


Participate in Many Military 
and Patriotic Parades 


The President Greatly Inter- 
ested in Their Efforts 


New York, Aug. 12.—In all the big 
civic, military and patriotic parades 
that have thrilled thousands of New 
Yorkers this year the B. F. Keith 
Boys’ Band has been very prominent 
not alone for its size equaling a score 
of regulation bands, but for the mili- 
tary bearing of its members and the 
superb playing of these boy bandsmen, 
all in their ’teens. They fairly lift the 
paraders’ feet with the faultless 
rhythm of their playing, and thou- 
sands and thousands lined up on curbs 
have felt an impulse to fall in line 
when the boy band passed by. These 
boys have given concerts, too, and have 
won high praiseg from masters of the 
baton, such as Sousa, Victor Herbert, 
Walter Damrosch and Nathan Franko. 
The success of this boys’ organization 
has been such that a story of its his- 
tory will be welcome by our readers. 


Before America joined the Allies A. 
Paul Keith and E. F. Albee were dis- 
cussing a newspaper article deploring 
the scarcity of appropriate public play- 
grounds for the youth of the city. They 
thereupon decided to organize a boys’ 
club that would be an influence in 
keeping lads off the street by giving 
them the necessary rooms and equip- 
ment for clean and wholesome sport 
and entertainment. 

Before their plans had fully matured 
the United States went into the war, 
and the thought came to them that it 
would be a wonderful opportunity to 
expand the scope of the school and 
teach boys band music, for it was 
certain that thruout the duration of 
the conflict there would be many pa- 


triotic parades and pageants that 
would require stirring music. 
Promptly Messrs. Keith and Albee 


| took two floors of the Alhambra Thea- 
ter Building at 126th street and had 
them made over into a club for the 
youthful musicians. They installed 
everything as they had planned, with 
FE. S. Tracey as bandmaster, W. D. 
Stein as assistant bandmaster, M. Wil- 
liams as second assistant bandmaster 
and T. J. Campbell as gymnasium in- 
structor. The news soon spread and 
there was a rush of applicants. At

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MINSTREL MANAGERS TO MEET 


In New York This Week To Discuss Advisability 
of Rerouting Companies To Reduce Com- 
petition Among the Various Shows 


GUS HILL DISCUSSES PLANS 
TO RELIEVE SITUATION 


Is Willing To Co-Operate With Other Managers 
for Mutual Benefit—Favors Readjusting of 
Routes for Future Welfare of Minstrelsy 


New York, Aug. 12.—There has been 
considerable speculation among pro- 
ducing managers, managers of com- 
panies and advance agents as to what 
the ultimate outcome will be, from a 
box-office point of view, from minstrel 
shows following each other so closely 
into the same territory. Therefore 
there is to be a call sent out from the 
powers that be for a meeting to be 
held during the current week to dis- 
cuss the advisability of rerouting the 
various minstrel companies in order 
that there will be less competition 
among the various shows. 

A representative of The Billboard 
called on Gus Hill today and asked 
him if there was anything to the ru- 
mor. In the course of conversation 
Mr. Hill remarked: “Yes, there is 
something to this rumor relative to the 
invasion of one show on top of another 
in the minstrel field, which can be re- 
lieved in a manner entirely satisfac- 
tory to each and every producing man- 
ager of minstrelsy. This will probably 
be done at the meeting this week, 
when managers will be called together 
for the discussion of ways and means 
to avoid this uncalled for competition. 
Personally speaking, I feel that by be- 
ing on the ground during the booking 
season, with all the facilities that I 
possess at my command, that I have 
selected a very desirable territory for 
my several companies on tour and I 
have little or nothing to fear from 
competition. Nevertheless I am al- 
ways willing to co-operate for mutual 


benefits. If there is anything I can 
do to further the welfare of min- 
strelsy as an attractive form of theat- 


ricals I stand ready and willing to do 
it, even tho it puts me to considerable

Producer Killed in Action 


Victor Crane, of Jones & Crane, Dies 
in Great Marne* Battle 


Chicago, Aug. 10.—Lieut. Victor O. 
Crane, of Co. I, 26th Infantry, Ameri- 
can Expeditionary Forces, was killed 
in the recent fighting near the Marne 
River, according to Thursday's pub- 
lished casualty lists. 

Probably no Chicago producing con- 
cern was better known in its day than 
the firm of Jones & Crane, Ine. 
“Shorty” Jones and Victor Crane, after 
many years’ experience in various 
branches of the theatrical business, 
opened an office in the Grand Opera 
House Building, producing road edi- 
tions of successful Broadway shows. 
They were exceptionally prosperous, 
having had control of several of 
Eugene Walter’s most successful plays. 
Victor Crane was an adept in revising 
plays for road purposes, opera house 
managers declaring that many of his 
productions with parts contracted for 
smaller company usage were more suc- 
cessful on the road than during the big 
city engagements. 

Prosperity continued to shine upon 
the enterprising producers until road 
and one-night stand theatricals took 
a slump in 1914. Their last ambitious 
enterprise was when they produced 
A Modern Cinderella, book and lyrics 
by Casper Nathan, music by Hampton 
Durand, which took to the road in the 
late summer of 1914. Three road com- 
panies of this show were sent out 
during the season of 1915-'16, despite 
the fact that Jones died of heart dis- 
ease shortly. after the first company 
took to the road. 

The loss of his partner weighed 
heavily upon Crane, who later ex- 
ploited motion picture features on 
State rights plans. Shortly after the 
United States entered the war Crane 
enlisted and met with rapid promo- 
tion. 

Crane was exceptionally versatile, 
having had experience as an actor and 
also being a skilled mechanic. He was 
about 30 years old. 


A Peculiar Squabble 


Chicago, Aug. 10.—Harry J. Rid- 
ings, manager of Cohan’s Grand, has 
entered into a peculiar altercation with 
Acting Police Chief Alcock over the 
boxing match for the benefit of the 
Salvation Army Fund scheduled for a 
local baseball park this afternoon. The 
Police Chief declared he would not al- 
low boxing in Chicago, as it is against 
the law. Ridings thereupon stated 
that he had the authorization of the 
State Council of Defense, which ruled 
that the baseball park would be con- 
sidered a Government reservation for 
the day. After considerable argument 
it was decided to run the affair at Fort 
Sheridan instead of at the ball park.

Of Vaudeville Seems To Be in Prospect for Middle 
West—Uncertain Conditions Will Force 
Many Readjustments

Agents See Opportunity To Secure Choice Time for 


Better Class Acts — Will Make the 
Most of Present Situation 


Chicago, Aug. 12.—What bids fair 
to become the “freakiest’’ vaudeville 
season the Middle West has known in 
many years is already under way in 
Chicago booking circles, so far as the 
booking agents are concerned. With 
many theaters in this section already 
open and others preparing to incor- 
porate vaudeville within a fortnight, 
the agents’ books are gradually tak- 
ing on the same full appearance that 
marked them in previous years. 

Tho conditions are extremely uncer- 
tain, with new war problems to be 
met in every department of vaudeville, 
the agents, while not feeling anything 
like confident, are, nevertheiess, facing 
the future with as much optimism as 
circumstances will permit. They ad- 
mit that vaudeville has deteriorated 
to a certain extent in some ways—an 
unavoidable condition, in view of the 
constantly increasing tangles confront- 
ing everybody in the game—but they 
also feel that the present uncertainty 
will force many readjustments that 
will prove of great value to the game 
as a whole. 


Some of the agents who have devel- 
oped acts on the lower rung of the 
vaudeville ladder of success now find 
that an opportunity exists for getting 
choice time for the better class of 
these acts. Heretofore it has been 
said in vaudeville circles that some acts 
playing W. V. M. A. Time never left 
the West, not so much because they 
found full seagon’s work here as be- 
cause Eastern circuits never “gave 
them a look in.” Now, under the 
pressure of the necessity for recruit- 
ing acts to fill the gaps caused by head- 
liners entering various forms of war 
service, all this will be changed and 
some of the acts that were welcome 
only in neighborhood theaters will get 
a chance at the big time. 

Some of the agents like Harry Spin- 
gold, Lew M. Goldberg and Dave Beh- 
ler, who have discovered talent for 
the usage of their own time, now find 
themselves in the position of dictating 
to those who used to have everything

door show fraternity to find that response is 
equally hearty from the smallest organizations 
as from those whose names afe measures of 
greatness in amusement circles. 

Everywhere the subscription committee plan is 
deing hailed as the fairest and most effective 
means of raising funds for the worthy cause. 
Showmen readily realize that it is the best 
means of equalizing the proposition of gaining 
the amount of money necessary. In addition 
¥ this it produces a wider personal interest fb 

howmen's Rest and its fraternal significance 
than if the money was raised by a few con- 
tributions of large denominations. With con- 
tributions practically universal the individual 
levy would amount to what is in reality a very 
smal] assessment, while the gross amount raised 
would exceed by far a few large contributions 
by publicspirited, influential men. 

The committees are keenly cognizant of thie 
and are making it known in all organizations 
canvassed that the man with but one dollar to 
contribute is honored as highly as his more for- 
tunate brother who is in a position to give an 
amount running into three figures or more. 

With the Showmen’s Rest plan fully con- 
summated the Showmen's League will stand on 
a par with America’s greatest fraternal organ- 
izations in the matter of perpetuating the 
“happy family’’ aspect of fraternal association. 
“Taking care of members from the cradle to 
the grave” will have become an established 
and practical fact rather than a poetic expres- 
sion of organization aims. 

No event of modern times has done more to 
demonstrate the live need of fraternal organiza- 
tion among outdoor showfolk than the greatly 
deplored Hagenbeck-Wallace wreck. Thru the 
dark clouds of the horror one bright ray of sun- 
shine gleamed, in the shape of showfolks’ con- 
cern for other showfolks, and as time passes, 
the full significance of this spirit of mutual aid 
becomes brighter and brighter. Show people 
know of the hearty manner in which the Sbew. 
men's League co-operated in every measure of 
relief launched by the bereaved circus manage- 
ment. But when it came to the consecration of 
Showmen’s Rest the League's activity amounted 
to more than mere co-operation, and no one who 
knows of the manner in which Showmen’'s Rest 
wae offered as a burial nd for the wreck 
victims hesitates in assi the League to 
enlarge the burial ground, so much of which was 
given over to the wreck dead. 


Committees are vieing with one another in the 
endeavor to make each show represent a max!- 
mum of gross contributions. The idea is not so 
much to get large contributions as it ia to gain 
& great number of contributors. Committee 
members find that the project they represent ts 
already well known in most circles and the 
task of gaining contributions amounts to little 
more than calling attention of showmen to th* 
need of making their contributions quick!r. 
as delay may mean a_ forfeiture forere- 
of the opportunity to enlarge the groun‘> 
so that all showmen buried in Showmen’s 
Rest may assemble in one epot for eter- 
Dal rest. It would be a plain miscarriage of 
great proportions, if the collections would be 
delayed so loug that the cemetery management 
would otherwise dispose of the ground now the 
subject of negotiations. In this event the 
League would be forced to take additional 
grounds elsewhere, perbaps in arotber cemetery, 
and this procedure would make impossible any 
future plans for reunions at Showmen’s Rest. 

With the importance of speed duly recognized, 
President E. C. Talbott, F. M. Barnes, E. F. 
Carruthers, Herbert A. Kline Clay M. Green, 
Sam Levy, Charles H, Duffield, of the Show- 
men’s League, and the many other hard workers 
taking exceptional interest in the project, have 
impressed the many committee workers with 
the neceseity of getting early action, so that 
everybody feels confident that the project will 
soon meet with an overwhelming measure of 
popular support. It would be bard for any show- 
man to imagine a more worthy cause. 

Especial emphasia is made of the fact that 
the proposition, tho espoused by the League, is 
really in behalf of the great outdoor show 
world, including those who have not yet joined

MERITORIOUS SONGS 


But Few of the Hundreds Pub- 
lished Are of High Caliber— 
Performers Welcome 
Good Material 


Out of the hundreds of songs published month. 
ly so few are really meritorious—such a small 
percentage reveal that their writers have grasped 
the spirit of the times in an intelligent manner 
—that there are periods when it looks as if the 
whole superstructure of popular musi? publish- 
ing must soon collapse, 

The presence of inferior songs only serves to 
accentuate what might be done with superior 
ones. Performers need material—bnt it must be 
z00d material—and they are not to be blamed if 
they appear bored when shown alleged world- 
beaters which reveal no world-beating propen 
sities. They should make it part of their life 
work to examine all song sources impartially, as 
the caliber of songs they offer is of the utmost 
importance to them. 

On the other side of the fence the person + ho 
feels that he has a good song—particularly if 
there is some real basis for this belief—should 
not hesitate to brave the decision of the foremost 
headliner. More can be done thru the perform- 
er direct than thru old-line publishers, because 
publishers have a thousand strings tied to their 
plans (staff writers who must be satisfied, run- 
ning investments in songs which have net yet 
proved their mettle, etc.) while the performer 
has only one consideration—immediate avail- 
ability. 

It is not always easy to interest a headliner, 
but if the song is “there” it is easier to do 60, 
as a rule, than to interest the busy establi. hed 
publisher. Let a performer get hold of a song 
that makes good and the publishers gather ‘round 
like bees around the flower—and they don't care 
who wrote it, either. 

Writers with ideas should approach perform- 
ere directly—and performers who duly appreciate 
the importance of their intermediary position 
ehould make it a point never to be too busy to 
let a creator of ideas show his wares. But it 
should never be forgotten that they must be 
real ideas, as the junk variety are far too pro- 
lific.—CASPER NATHAN.

Choice of materin! was never more important than it will be for the new season about to 
open. There never was a time when an American performer appeared as a more potent message- 
bearer to His Majesty, the American public. If what the publishers offer in the way of songs 
appears in any way ‘‘off key’’ when considered from the angle of immediate song necessity do not 
compromise, but reject the unsuitable so quickly that it will never get a chance to develop 
into an obnoxious condition of song popularization. The public is the final judge, but long 
before it gets an opportunity to decide you, as the intermediary referee, must come to a de- 
cision. By wisely using your powers of rejection you will establish a standard that will make 
the new output of songs the banner issue of all that shall have been produced in American 
song annals, The prize is worth the degree of care required. 


BABY SONGS 


The success of certain numbers hinting at juvenile and infant lonesomeness during war- 
time threatens the song market with a tidal wave of similar output. Performers should be on 
guard to see that this is not overdone. There is nothing more appealing than the plea of a 
babe, but it must be remembered that there is nothing quite so ridiculous as an artificial con- 
glomeration along this order. In order to be impressive and tell a complete story such songs 
must be replete with detail and must be told to a slow, impressive meter. The long drawn out

Welcome to the second good, sound war play 
of the season, with its direct message, its 
splendid acting and its interesting cast. Al- 
legiance is the story of the Hartmann family in 
1914, 1915 and 1916. 

The play opens upon the scene of birthday 
festivities in honor of Grandfather Hartmann, 
and three generations, including two interesting 
children, are clustered around a birthday cake 
blazing with many red candles. 

Grandfather Hartmann. born in Germany, but, 
being unable to earn more than a bare ex- 
istence in his beloved country, he emigrated 
to America, where he became naturalized. and for 
fifty years following he enjoyed the privileges 
of his adopted country and was blessed with 
much material prosperity. Therefore, on the 
war question, altho loving Germany, he cora- 
sidered it his honorable duty to keep his oath 
of allegiance to America. 

Lusitania’s sinking so shocked him that he 
died of apoplexy, deeply deploring the terrible 
odium the military classes of Germany had 
heaped upon his beloved people. 

The son, Karl Hartmann, is pro-German, and 
thru a German spy is secretly contributing his 
wealth (made in America) to aid German 
propaganda. 

The grandson, Max Hartmann, is pro-Ally, a 
true American lad sans the hyphen, who is 
mettled with an impetuosity to fight the 
kaiser. 

The first two acts are discursive, but the 
third act sees the return of young Max Hart- 
mann after two years’ absence fighting with the 
Canadian army in France. Max is blind in 
both eyes, accomplished wilfully by a Prussian 
oculist who treated him in a prison camp. 

The mother’s agonizing cry of horror when 
she discovers her son is stone blind in both 
eyes thrilled the audience genuinely. The pro- 
German father revolts against the fatherland 
at this stage. He also discovers that he has 
been made a tool by the German spy. 

Allegiance is devoid of the comedy and love 
interest in Friendly Enemies, but as a play it 
seems more logical. Alike in theme these two 
plays are entirely dissimilar in treatment. 

Carl Sauerman made the old German a char- 
acter of dignity and sincerity. 

Blanche Yurka played the mother with fine 
emotional effect. 

Carl Anthony as the son was impressive, 

Charles Meredith, as the grandson, and Har- 
rison Hunter, as the German spy, gave ex- 
cellent characterizations. 

Evelyn Varden, Chas. Laite, Chas, Kraus, 
Margery Lytle and William Read, Jr., did 
creditable work. Charles Hampden, as the son- 
in-law, was natural and amusing. 

The refined color scheme of the one quiet in- 
terior used harmonized well with the imposing 
beauty of its gothic lines.—-M. F. L.

ie law of compensation is working overtime. 


So wonderful was the early summer weather, 
so negligible was the slump in business, due to 
excessive temperature, so well were the survivors 
of last season doing thruout July that managers 
took courage to launch the new season away 
abead of time, And then the elements, having 
apparently been concentrating their energies on 


massing reserves, struck with unprecedented 
strength. A few of the new ventures, no doubt, 
will crumple under the shock, not having gath- 
ered the momentum to plough ahead thru the 
heat barrage. Those who survive will be de- 
serving of decorations symbolizing invincible 
popularity. It is seldom that new plays have 
been put thru such a test. 


There is one consolation that may be derived 
from the record heat wave. We are not likely 
to have another such,

The new season is officially on. The fact that 
several of last year’s big bits are rounding out a 
calendar year in the length of their New York 
runs necessitates the division of The Billboard's 
record of New York runs into two groups, con- 
sisting of last year’s productions and new pro- 
ductions, The feat accomplished by Turn to the 
Right a year ago will be duplicated by several 
attractions this month.

And now the extension of the draft ages, 
with a corresponding extension of the operation 
of the Work or Fight Law. Not that the pro- 
fession is as yet positively menaced by the 
application of the ruling, but the newspaper pub 
licity given to the -subject with special ref- 
erence to the case of the actor and the theat- 
rical employee is of the sort that usually presages 
oficial action along the lines suggested. The 
baseball people in particular in their effort to 
have their players grouped in the same class with 
the actor have fecused the limelight on the lat- 
ter, with the result that the actor's right to 
special exemption under the provisions of the 
ruling is coming in for a lot of close and un- 
friendly scrutiny. 

One side of the question that the ball players 
and their exploiters have brought forward has 
not been clearly bronght out. It is true that 
the men actually affected by the ruling on the 
specific case of the ball player is very small. 
But it must be remembered that baseball is 
played in the day time and that every game is 
attended by many who cut short their hours of 
labor to attend matches, It is for this reason, 
perhaps, that baseball operates against the full 
concentration of all our physical energies in the 
great task of winning the war. Theatrical per- 
formances on the other hand are for the most 
part given after working hours, and thus fulfill 
the purpose for which special exemption was 
granted the actor—to provide a needed diversion 
and relaxation to a public that is doing its ut- 
most to accomplish the work alloted to it in the 
general scheme, Matinee performances were or- 
iginally given for the benefit of the stay-at-bome 
housekeeper and the night worker, and as a 
feneral thing only one euch performance is 
given weekly, disregarding the Saturday after- 
noon performance, which falls on a day set | 
aside as a half-holiday in the i@-al allotment | 
of hours of labor, 


Again contrasting the case of the actor and 
the ball player the latter, as a rule, has the 
physical qualifications to make him an ideal sol- 
dier, while the former is usually temporarily un- 
fitted for war work. And finally the stage is 
serving the State loyally and effectively in the 
dissemination of propaganda, while baseball of 


course has not the power to serve in a similar 
way. On the contrary the fact that young men 
of such splendid physical qualitications are 


permitted to continue to practice as a profes- 
sion the playing of a game !s likely to continue 
a source of annoyance to parents of less stalwart 
sons, who are drafted from employment these 
parents may have considered more essential, 

In the case of baseball vs, the stage, however, 
the baseball people have very much in their 
favor politically. The artificially created local 
pride in the achievements of teams that repre- 
sent cities in which few of them live and 
still fewer were born, rallies to their support 
thousands who are in the habit of expressing 
their views widely and in many places. The 
baseball fan may not have any deeper interest 
in the game than the theatergoer has in the 
stage, but there ie no doubt that he is more 
enthusiastic and noisier in the support of bis 
favorite pastime, And the space the dailies de- 
vote to sports is greater and more widely read 
than is any other part of their papers. 

In a vain endeavor to save themselves from 
the operation of the ruling the baseball people 
have apparently aroused a certain amount of pub- 
lic feeling against the actor, and the practice of 
democratic governments is to pay marked at 
tention to the trend of such opinion. For this 
reason the standing of the stage under the ruling 
is again seriously endangered. In the face of the 
new danger the stage can only do what other ‘pro- 
fessions in the same plight have done—expressing 
a perfect willingness to acquiesce to the inevitable 


without protest if it cam be demonstrated that 
in doing so it will aid the common cause, but 
pointing out that at present in providing public 
entertainment and diversion it is effectively per- 
forming a service the government has recog 
nized as useful and necessary, that a change in 
the status of the individual is not likely to in- 
erease that individual's efficiency in the great 
human machine, and that in utilizing the stage 
us a medium for propaganda the government can 
bring, and is bringing, to its aid a valuuble 
weapon for the successful prosecution of the war. 

It is barely possible that the theater could 
continue to operate with reduced! efficiency were 
it deprived of the services of trained and ex- 
perienced men of ages between 21 and 32, but 
it is not possible to do so were all men of from 
18 to 45 withdrawn from its service under the 
penalty of losing deferred classification. The 
men we can give and can spare we have either 
already given or will give with readiness. <A 
further drain on our personnel would result in 
the complete cessation of business, of the 
of millions in invested capital, in the destruction 
of a very considerable source of governmental 
revenue (to be doubled in rate, and still further 
inerqased in volume by the probable increase in 
business), and in the throwing out of employ 
ment of many needy individuals, particularly the 
women, who are scarcely fitted for work of an- 
other sort,

Two hundred thousand dollars was raised as an 
investment to be used in developing the oil and 
gas properties handled under the title of the St. 
Clair and Gulf Oil Co.; $150,000 was then sub- 
scribed for furthering the interest of the Prairie 
Oil & Gas Co, These are interests which, when 
fully developed, will help the town. 

The Pauls Valley Ice & Fuel Co. was organized 
with a capital stock of $40,000. It was all paid 
up, and the company set to work to supply fuel 
and ice, two of life’s necessities, to the people 
of that community. 

A town is really not much of a town any more 
that does not have some adequate way of taking 
care of its weekly laundry. The Pauls Valley 
Steam Laundry was therefore organized, and 
$10,000 raised to equip it and set it to work to 
help make life more livable by relieving the 
women of one of the most irksome tasks that 
falls to their lot—wasbing and ironing. 

Twenty-five thousand dollars was raised for 
the extension of the water and sewer system, of 
which they were already more or less proud. 

One hundred thousand dollars was raised for a 
local building and loan association. It has been 
doing wonderful work as a community builder. 
The new homes, new offices and many improve- 
ments show something of what this institution 
means to these people.

The hosts of chautauqua this year will come to their places of assembly with true 
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sections have accomplished great things along 
these lines, and there is no reason on earth why 
we shouldn't expect the future to hold out the 
cornucopia of hope to us as we face the facts in 
our battle for the small town and the country 
district. 

The other day Thomas F. Hodge, secretary 
of the Chamber of Commerce and Community 
League of Pauls Valley, Ok., sent us the facts 
which he has gathered for his annual report to 
the league covering the first nine months of the 
administration of R, K, Johnston, the president 
of the League. 

The Chamber of Commerce and Community 
League held what they called Community Week, 
which was aided and organized largely thru the 
efforts of one of the livest and most helpful 
papers published in this country—The Oklahoma- 
Farmer Stockman. This Community Week, in 
fact, was held under the auspices of this paper. 

There are five systems of township roads which 
>} run out of this little city. Over these roads 
moves the activity of all the 50,000 citizens of 
Garvin County, of which Pauls Valley, a town of 
4,000 population, is now the county seat. These 
roads are the arteries of trade and social affairs 
of that community life. They are the very life 
of that section, Therefore the first thing that 
was needed was an improved road policy. What 
brought this need to the public mind? You know 
the answer. It was the urge and enthusiasm 
set loose during ‘“‘Community Week.”’ 

The first thing brought forcibly to the public 
mind was the need of improved roa’'s, A cam- 
paign was started during Community Week to 
raise the money with which to finance this 
project. Three hundred and sixty thousand dol- 
lars in cash and bonds was raised and during the 
past nine months has been epent on these five 
systems of township roads, 


A modern fire department was installed. But, 
of course, that took money, so $9,000 was Taised 
for this purpose, 


What effect did all of this money-raising have 
on the big issue of WAR? In some places 
the little two-by-twice statesmen and store-box 
political economists cry aloud against all activity 
except the work of war. The answer to this is 
found in the fact that Pauls Valley went Over 
the Top with $40,000 more than her share in the 
last Liberty Loan. The county went Over the 
Top with a rush, Then came the Red Cross 
Drive, and Pauls Valley was there with the 
proud record of having more than doubled her 
quota. Pauls Valley unfurled the FIRST COUN. 
TY SERVICE FLAG in the United States, 

Seventy-five thousand dollars was spent during 
that time for improvements on the homes of the 
good people; $75,000 went on the business houses. 
During those active days of agitation and fur- 
thering the best interests of Pauls Valley and Gar- 
vin County, 100 boys were sent to the farms 
to help better feed the world at war. A bureau 
of free employment was established and the 
farmers were supplied with 300 farm hands. At 
home the campaign for War Gardens was a real 
success. They went right after every form of 
activity and during the nine months covered by 
this report they equaled Heintz’s record by hold- 
ing “57 varieties’’ of meetings thru the county. 
They staged what they called Turkey Trot Day, 
when 100 big turkeys were given away to the 
7,000 visitors who came to their city to do their 
Christmas shopping. 

All of this meant that there must needs be a 
Community House, so $15,000 was raised and put 
into this splendid community building, which, 
among other things, has an auditorium seating 
2,500. Thirty thousand letters were sent from 
the Community House during the first six months 


of its existence. Much national advertising was 
given to Pauls Valley, and these hustling people 
have had no more business sense than to take it 
and be thankful that they got it. They really 
believe that it is worth mentioning as one of 
their local assets. 

They realize that a community as extensive 
as theirs has need of some one to look after their 
general good. That is why they have a county 
agent. The town pays $50 per month towards 
the salary of the county agent and work of the 
county demonstrator, Among the things which 
the county agent has done might be mentioned 
such work as a trip to Missouri, where he pur- 
chased nine cars of corn for the farmers to meet 
an emergency, This corn was delivered to the 
farmers at actual cost, 

The local activities were looked after by one 
of the most efficient secretaries to be found in 
this country, Thomas F. Hodges, and an as- 
sistant. These men know what activity means. 
They know that a live town must thrive by 
great gatherings. That is why they went right 
after the convention of the Women's Clubs for 
the 5th district of the State, which they landed. 
They secured the location of the Fort Smith and 
Wichita Falls National Highway for their town; 
they got the Santa Fe R. R. to see that it would 
pay them to build a new depot at Pauls Valley. 
Then they located the Denver and New Orleans 
National Highway so that it could go thru Pauls 
Valley, and now it does. 

Here are a few items which might not be bad 
reading for those who understand what com- 
munity building really means. The business men 
saw that when brooms are eelling for more than 
a dollar each that a factory might be made to 
pay, so one was started at Pauls Valley, with a 
capacity of 40 dozen per day, and this factory is 
sweeping right into the front rank of local ac- 
tivity. 

Of course there are some who will eventually 
die, even in a live town and in a hustling com- 
munity like Pauls Valley and Garvin County, so 
a first-class marble works has been established 
to meet the demands of those who care for their 
dead, and who realize that friends are more to 
us as the years go by, and that even the memory 
of our loved ones is enhanced as we grow older 
and contemplate the mystery of life itself, all of 
which means a market for the output of a modern 
marble works, 

It is easy to see that there is need «f com- 
munity action where there are so many things 
going on. Community protection, if you please. 
The commercial life must be protected from 
well-meaning, but thriftless workers in church, 
charity, school and eleemosynary forms of ac- 
tivity. The result of the perfect system as it 
obtains in this wideawake community has been 
so effective that not a single subscription list 
has been presented to the business men during 
these wonderful months, either for commercial 
or public purposes, Some record. 

One of the stock in trade expressions that 
one hears in work of this kind is: “Oh, this 
town, or this county, is different from any otber 
one you were ever in. Our people won't co 
operate on anything.’’ 

Perhaps the bitterest fights that have ever 
rent any section of this great country has been 
over the location of the county court house. Can 
you think of a warmer time than an election 
over this vexed problem? Garvin County had 
had a court house fight on its hands over the 
Statebood question, and the hottest part of this 
fight was reached during this campaign, but 
Pauls Valley won out, and is teday the county 
seat of Garvin County, and has a court house 
which cost $150,000, 

During the Community Week, which we have 
set forth as the inspiration and starting of all 
this local activity, Frank Stockdale held a ‘Mer 
chants’ Institute,"’ and much of the credit for 
this work certainly belongs to him. It was he 
who showed the merchants that they needed to 
better thelr own condition and that the best way 
to do that would be by better serving the people 
of Garvin County. 

We cannot help but feel that this is the kind 
of work that America needs most just at this 
time, We must remember that when the war is 
over there will be a greater struggle than ever 
for business, that politicians will try to slip 
into office on the plea of patriotism and that all 
kinds of favoritism and special privileges will be 
used as a bait for votes, That the business men, 
the workers and farmers will have to do the work 
of reconstructing Europe and advancing the bus- 
iness interests of our own country. They will 
even have to pay the bills piled up by tae kaiser's 
hellish wrongs. 

There can be no mistaking the fact that we 
need to learn more about what is being done to

National Patriotic Song Committee, Co-Operating 
With War Camp Community Service, Calls on 
Composers To Submit Manuscripts as 
Contribution to Patriotic Work 


New York, Aug. 10.—The National Patriotic 
Song Committee, which is co-operating with the 
War Camp Community Service, has been asked 
to supply a musical setting for a song poem, 
written by Margaret Widdemer and dedicated 
to the War Camp Community Service by her. 
The composition shall be sufficiently simple 
so that it can be used in camp singing, and 
at all War Community meetings, 

The song has been chosen as the official song 
of the War Camp Community Service, and will 
be introduced at the fall opening of the National 
Drive at Washington, D. C, 

Here is a chance for some composer to become 
famous and to have his name handed down thru 
the generations. He will also be contributing to 
the cause of the men in the service. All com- 
posers are urged to submit their compositions for 
what is to be another national song. 

Manuscripts submitted must be signed by a 
nom de plume, and the real name and address of 
the composer enclosed in a sealed envelope, on 
which is written the nom de plume corresponding 
to the one on the manuscript. There is no 
prize offered for this contribution to the patriotic 
work of the two organizations, but the chosen 
song will be published and used by the War Camp 
Community Service and the members of the Na-

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Editorial Comment 


Twenty-five or thirty years ago 2 
certain old saw, which had it that “all 
signs fail in dry weather,” was far 
more frequently heard than it has 
been of late. Do not be surprised, 
however, if it is revived, or some 
smarter, apter, modernized saying ex- 
pressing the same thought is pressed 
into service in its place. 

In times like these all signs do fail 
lamentably. No one has any opinion 


of the future of the amusement busi- 
ness that is worth a picayune, and Mr. 
Shonts, when he dramatically in- 
quired, ‘““‘What can you buy for a nick- 
el nowadays?” rather vividly and 
forcefully reminded us that our five- 
cent piece does not go very far any 
longer. 

The wisest among us can not tell 
whether we have touched bottom and 
business will commence to improve 
from now on or whether it will suffer 
additional contraction. There is sim- 
ply nothing to argue from—nothing 
on which to base prognostication—save 
our own experience during the Civil 
War and that of England, France, 
Australia, Canada, South Africa and 
Italy in the present world war. 


All that we can learn from these 
sources is that the demand for enter- 
tainment will not perish entirely. 

Music will not only hold its own, 
but may even be expected to record 
increased demand.

In the big cities the effect will 
be felt still less and in New York and 
perhaps also in Chicago, New Orleans 
and San Francisco we may expect the 
least disturbance—it will hardly be 
manifest at all in these last named 
centers unless the no matinee rule 
should issue—and that will not hap-

CABARET IS DEFINED 


William H. Edwards, internal 


given a definition of what constitutes a cabaret that will help to make 
the meaning of the revenue law clearer and do away with some of the 
difficulties that have confronted proprietors of establishments which 


serve refreshments. 


According to Mr. Edwards’ definition a cabaret is any place where 
the price of admission to public amusement is included in the bill for 
refreshments, and does not necessarily mean dancing girls and singing. 
Twenty per cent of the total bill is considered the proprietor’s charge 
for the cabaret, and the Government exacts a tax of ten per cent on 
this portion of the bill, or two per cent of the whole. 

While the ruling referred to was made in a local case, it is probable 
that revenue officers in general will be governed by it.

There is employment for everyone 
and then some, AND THERE IS NO 
EXCUSE FOR THE IDLER. 

If ever there was any truth in the 
famous line, “Those truly serve who 
merely watch and wait,” there is none 
now. This is a different kind of a war. 
It must be won almost as much by the 


Roseate as is the news from over 
there, let us not let it induce us to 
relax even temporarily. If it serves 
otherwise than to stiffen us to renewed 
effort and greater determination we 
shall be unworthy of our boys who are 
creating it. Only when we match ev- 
ery intrepid advance of theirs with 
some new, helpful, supporting sacri- 
fice or aid of our own will we be play- 
ing fair.

Movie Fan—Carl Laemmle is one of the pi- 
oneers of the motion picture industry, but 
whether he has. been in it longer than George 
Kleine we have no definite knowledge.

He has never been a photo- 
player, but is one of the producers who has 
made a success of motion pictures, He has 
large interests in the Universal Film Manufac- 
turing Company. The studios and manufactur- 
ing plant near Los Angeles cover such a large 
area that it is known as Universal City. 

Operatic—Eugene Cowles is not English, but 
a Canadian by birth, having been born in Que- 
bec. In his infancy he was taken to Chicago 
and began bis musical career as a church choir- 
ist. In 1888, when quite a youth, he joined 
the Bostonians, remaining with them for ten 
years. He was one of the four famous singers 
in De Koven’s Robin Hood, singing the princi- 
pal bass role. Later he appeared as leading 
man for Alice Neilson, Fritizi Scheff, Marie Ca- 
bill and many other operatic stars. He sang 
grand opera in London, but never in this coun- 
try, altho he has sung in concert here. He 
composed many songs, Forgotten being possibly 
the best known. His last appearance was as 
Abdullah, in Chu Chin Chow, at the Century 
Theater, New York. spring of 1918. He is con- 
sidered the veteran basso of the comic opera 
stage and is still in fine voice and vigorous 
health. 

W. T. Whitlock—While Charles W. Fish was 
living be was known as one of the greatest 
bareback riders of bis time—possibly the first to 
introduce now well-known circus equine feats 
on the bare back of a speeding borse.

Virginian—-Owen Wister is very much alive. 
You have been laboring under a wrong impres 
sion when you think he died before the Vir 
ginian was finished. Theodore Roosevelt had 
nothing to do with the writing of the famous 
Western story, nor was he the model for the 
character, Wister and he were students at 
Harvard in 1878, Wister a freshie and Roose- 
velt in his junior year. They met at Medora, 
N. D., fourteen years later, both graduates of 
Harvard Law, preferring Western freedom— 
at that time—to Eastern conventionalities, He 
had just become known as a writer of Western 
life thru Jimmy John Boss and Other Stories and 
was composing the Virginian, the original edi- 
tion being dedicated to Roosevelt, because of 
the great friendship that had sprung up between 
them. Wister wrote a sketch of Roosevelt, 
The Sportsman and the Man, for Outing in 1901. 
Other books of note from his pen were semi-his- 
torical Southern tales, Lady Baltimore, 1906, 
and Seven Ages of Washington, 1907. His latest 
successful novel was Padre Jasper, 1913, but he 
is a constant contributor to magazines.

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WONDERFUL LUNA PARK 
RETAINS PRISTINE GLORY 


Heart of Coney Island, Now Sixteen Years Old, Is 
Enjoying Biggest Year in Its History— 
Unsurpassed Among World’s 
Amusement Parks

Luna Park, the Heart of Coney Island, is 
now sixteen years old, and as glorious as its 
blazing tower of jewels it radiates as the big- 
gest, best and most gigantic public playground 
in the world. With all the hard luck, and war 
necessities of lights outs, together with bad 
weather, this has been the biggest year in the 
history of Coney Island, and Luna is smiling 
again with coffers filled and the tinkle of the 
dimes ringing in the bushel basket. 


There is a psychological fact back of the 
double success of Coney and its Luna this war 
summer. It is this, that the people of New 
York City, like those of Paris and London, have 
sought to relieve the strain of the gigantic 
struggle which has taken young men from 50 
many of its homes by the lighter, clean amuse- 
ments which are not expensive. The strain is 
too heavy and the people must be amused. So, 
not wishing to be wasteful in this mild indul- 
gence, they have sought the least expensive 
form, Coney Island and Luna. And, strange as 
it may seem, the wealthier classes have re- 
turned to Luna for amusement, The Lake Como 
villas are abandoned, the shops of London and 
Paris neglected, the watering places of the con- 
tinent and even in America have not been 
sought. European travel is at a standstill and 
those who must seek rest in the wanderlust 
have gone to the Far East. Even Honolulu 
has a press agent. But the vast majority of 
the wealthy and middle class of New York have 
remained in its vicinity, and a large proportion 
have resurrected the days when a lark at Coney 
and a helter-skelter evening at Luna was the 
thing.

With rheir 
earnings they decided to invade Coney Island 
with an enterprise so massive that it seemed 
impossible of accomplishment. But they pro- 
moted it, financed it, built it and opened it, all 
n a few months. 
m Not even then did the great world of pleas- 
Mmre seekers, thrill hunters, realize the genius 
of these two men. They did not know that the 
agination of Thompson was gigantic, and they 
d scarcely time to analyze that the financial 
genius of ‘‘Skip’’ Dundy would have made bim 
a master of Wall street had that been his 
metier. Luna opened with a whirl of happi- 
ness, for not only was it as a whole beyond the

dreams of the most prolific showman, but in 
every detail] was it novel, gigantic. True to 
their own selves the two men had saved a 


splendid spot near the entrance for their orig- 
inal project, A Trip to the Moon, and it con- 
tinued to bring in fortune after fortune. It 
was many years before it was supplanted.

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INCREASE ON ADMISSION TAX 
WILL HAVE LITTLE EFFECT 


Consensus of Opinion Among Producers, Distribu- 
tors and Exhibitors Is That Public Will 
Cheerfully Pay the Increase 

at the Box Office 


New York, Ang, 12.—Considerable comment 
is current in motion picture circles relative to 
the effect the proposed increased war tax would 
have on box-office receipts. Among some mem- 
bers the proposed tax is looked upon as a 
menace to productive results. However, they 
are in the minority, as the consensus of opinion 
among the most prominent producers, distributors 
and exhibitors seems to be that an increased 
tax will have little or no effect upon box-office 
receipts, 

The American public has been used to war and 
its conditions, They realize to carry the war 
to a successful ending the government must be 
supplied with unlimited financial means, and in 
order to do this private individuals must be 
taxed. Never in the history of this eountry has 
patriotism ever been at such a high standard. 
The demands of the government are being 
granted without question, and taxation of neces- 
sities is paid without a murmur. In the case of 
popular entertainment the general public realize 
that in classifying the exhibition of films and 
theatrical performances of all grades as an es- 
sential the government was fully awake to the 
fact that entertainment was necessary in order 
to divert the public mind from the horrors of 
war. Americans are highly emotional, and the 
theater has always been a safety valve where 
surcharged emotions might be relieved by whole 
some entertainment, 

Another reason put forth that the increased 
tax will have no effect on the motion picture 
patronage, is the excellent medium offered by 
the screen for war propaganda, heartily en- 
dorsed by the government, from President Wil- 
son down, People who never saw a film exhbibi- 
tion—who were, in fact, opposed to such exhibi- 
tions to the extent of protesting legaly against 
them—now welcome such showings when ex- 
hibiting war activities. In many States Sunday 
shows are in direct violation of the laws hither- 
to most religiously lived up to. Within the past 
few weeks in several States such laws have beep 
set aside and Sunday shows not only permitted, 
but sanctioned, by the religious fraternity. 
Three of the States are now planning to in 
corporate the legality of Sunday theatrical per- 
formances in their political platforms for the 
coming fall elections, 

The third reason given—and one that seems 
to corroborate the views taken by the majority, 
is that our men in uniform must be entertained. 
We have thousands of them on leave of absence 
from duty daily, and the motion picture is about 
the first place they seek. Even should the pro- 
posed revenue bill—now under consideration—be 
passed, exempting service men from taxation, 
the attendance at motion picture theaters would 
not be decreased, and financial returns .be equal. 
ly as large to the exhibitor with the increased 
tax as without it,

THE SOURCE 


(Paramount—FIVE REELS--leaturing Wallace 
Reid, Directed by George Melford) 


THIS IS AN A-1 STORY, 

Splendidly directed, beautifully photographed, 
ably acted is this play of the great outdoors. 
Only superlatives could describe the Wonders 
of the Green Mountain country, where most of 
the action takes place—it makes one feel the 
freedom of the woods and the glory of great 
spaces, Wallace Reid bas a part essentially 
suited to him, and he creates great sympathy 
for the derelict, Van Twiller Yard, who finds 
his lost manhood with the discovery of the “only 
girh’’ Raymond Hatton has a delightful char- 
acter part in that of Pop Sprowl, the inquisitive, 
selfimportant postmaster, around whom a 
major portion of the plot revolves, and Charles 
Ogle as Sim Sam is exceptionally good. Ann 
Little of the Mona Lisa smile, adapts herself 
thoroly to the role of Svea, the mountain girl, 
who persists in misunderstanding a real man 
until almost the very last scene, A note of 
added interest is the efforts of a true American, 
portrayed by Theodore Roberts, in establishing 
a national industry despite the fore'gn interests 
which are determined to down him. At this 
time it is a particularly happy touch, and adds 
much to an already topnotch production. 

THE STORY: Van Twiller Yard, a heavy 
drinker, is shanghaied to the Green Mountains 
and pressed into service as a lumber jack. He 
falls in love with Svea, the daughter of the su- 
perintendent, and sbe is interested until he 
proves himself afraid of the boss, Langlois. 
John Beaumont, president of a paper sulphite 
mill, is aware that foreign interests are plan- 
ning control of the industry, and patriotism 
makes him determined to fight to the bitter end. 
He becomes interested in Yard, who is already 
beginning to prove his worth, and makes him 
superintendent instead of Svea’s father, as the 
latter has proven disloyal. Not understanding 
the true facts and misled by her father Svea 
almost hates the usurper. Then comes a tbrill- 
ing time, when Yard leads his men against those 
of the foreigner’s, who are trying to prevent 
them from floating their logs down to the mill. 
He completely downs Langlois, now with the 
rival concern, and Svea, who has le.rned the 
truth, shows Yard she is sorry for the past. He 
is made general manager of the company and 
determines to live his life there—where it really 
began—in the lumber country.

She 
hears a bandit chief plotting the murder of an 
American mine owner and hastens to warn her 
fellow countryman, only to find after she bas 
done so that he is Robert. The two chased by 
the bandits are forced to travel together, and 
a certain respect for each other begins to dawn 
in the feelings of each. The story comes to a 
dramatic climax with the two held prisoners 
with other Americans by the unscrupulous 
greaser posing as a Colonel in the Mexican 
army. In sacrificing herself to save the others 
Adele proves herself at last, and su>sequently 
finds comfort in Robert's awakened love,

the manager of the show, The Billboard repre- 
Sentative obtained «an interview giving the 
above information, and continuing, Mr, Harvey 
added: “After being able to give only eight 
performances in two weeks it was evident some- 
thing drastic would have to be done. Every 
employee of the show was loyal and patient 
and unxious to do all he or she could do to help 
the show move, but the apparent obstacle was 
the huge trailers—it is selfevident that a mo- 
torized show should not attempt to carry trailers, 
but everything should be moved on its own 
power. On aceount of this truck trouble, as 
well as some severe storms which came at the 
wrong time, some incompetent drivers and a 
shortage of labor, the show had extremely heavy 
financial losses within a short peried, and the 
only thing we could do was to let the show 
close so that the back salaries and a few bil's 
could be liquidated and the physical equipment 
be rearranged so as to move the show like a 
‘regular show.’ We lost New Philadelphia com- 
pletely, and altho Dover was only four miles 
away, we were unable to make an afternoon 
show. At night as the doors were opened a 
huge black cloud came up and soon the lot was 
feluged with water instead of people. This 
was the climax of a terrible two-week strain 
on the management. Mr, I. S. Horn of Kansas 
City. who with myself were the principal stock- 
holders of the shew, had been with us several 
Cays workingeheroically to make the show move, 
likewixe several experts of the Service Motor 
Trnck Company, but we were all forced to 
recoenize the “fact that our only chance lay in 
aholixhing the trailers—and thus the show was 
laid off. and a reorganization started immedi- 
ately by returning the trucks to the Service 
Motor Company, to be put into shape for the 
road again. After this is done, which should 
be done by the last of this week, the trucks and 
equipment will doubtless be again entrusted to 
Mr, Horn and myself for the resumption of the
